Claims 1-29 have been cancelled. Therefore, claims 30-35 are currently pending in this 
application. 

Previous Rejections 

Claims 10-13, 15-17, 19-20, 24 and 25 were provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 
as claiming the same invention as that of claims 1, 10-13, 15-17, 19-20, 24 and 25 of copending 
Application No. 1 1/266,919. On Amendment filed on March 01, 2007 Applicants canceled 
claims 10-29 rendering the previous rejection moot. 

Claims 10-25 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection, as being unpatentable over claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-13, 15-17 and 19-20, 
24 and 25 of co-pending Application No. 1 1/266,919. On Amendment filed on March 01, 2007 
Applicants canceled claims 10-29 rendering the previous rejection moot.
